“WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Acceptance by France with reserva- 
tions of the United States proposal of 175,000 tons in capital ships 
each for France and Italy, swept the armaments conference forward 
tonight to its next major problem—the submarine issue. Italy, it 
was stated officially, has accepted the 175,000 ton figure, condi- 
tioned only on its acceptance by France. 

Formal announcement of French acceptance and details of 
French reservations apparently were reserved by the sub-committee 
of fifteen for the full naval committee of the conference, called to 
meet on Thursday. The sub-committee did break its silence suffi- 
ciently, however, to publish the messages exchanged by Secretary 
Hughes and Premier Briand, which led up to the action of the 
French delegation. The messages were ready and discussed by the 
sub-committee, but’ the official communique disclosed no more than 
the texts of the cables.

Peace or War? 

Whatever may be the precise 
aim of the objectors, it is clear 
that the Dail Eireann is split on 


the question of accepting the ar-| 


rangement for home rule in South- 
ern Ireland, Just what Mr. De- 
Valera wants he has not said. The 
nearest he came to doing so was 
when he declared that ‘‘rather 
“than sign a treaty which would 
‘‘give the British authority in Ire- 
land’? the war should be carried 
on indefinitely. His opponents, 
however, deny that the ‘‘presi- 
dent’? still stands out for a repub- 
lic, and invited him to state the 
alternative terms he put before 
the Dail executive in secret assem- 
bly. . 

On the other side, Mr. Griffith 
and his fellow-delegates to the 
conference leave nothing unsaid 
in expressing their loyalty to the 
agreement. And they accompan- 
ied their declarations by sugges- 
tions that they may not long be 
members of the Dail. The conclu- 
sion from this would be that 
while they intend to stand fast to 
the bargain they made, they rec- 
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reject the agreement, and to make | 
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of the three teams represented The 


it impossible for them to continue 
as members in its representative 
body. The split looks like a real 


one, and likely to be permanent, | 


however the voting goes. 

From this distance the fight 
seems to be between those who 
want to accept the substance and 
those who would continue the war 
in hope of getting also the shadow. 
The terms of the treaty provide 
for the withdrawal of British 
troops from Ireland and for leav- 
ing the Government in the hands 
of Irishmen. What powers are 
retained by the British Govern- 
iment, for purposes of coast de- 
fence and other matters of Imper- 
ial concern, could scarcely be less 
unless Ireland were to ‘be shut out 
of the Empire altogether. But Mr. 
DeValera does not stand out for 
that, it seems. What he appar- 
ently wants is that Ireland should 
be both in the Empire and out of 
it; in it, in fact, but out of it in 
theory. 

The debate at least serves the 
purpose of making clear what are 
the sentiments of the two factions 
toward Britain, The ‘‘president’’ 


of British connection save the 
pledge of allegiance, He expres- 
ses no sympathy with the idea of 
union, and seems to think the less 
the two peoples have to do with 
each other the better. Mr. Grif- 
fiths and his associates take the 
the other ground. They warmly 
welcome the status of partner- 
ship between the Irish and British 
peoples, declare that the ‘‘treaty’’ 
defines and provides for @!! es- 
sential freedom on the part of Ire 
land, and leave the inference that 
their hope is that the two peoples 
may grow together in sympathy 
and into a closer and more vital 


relationship than any that can be | 


created by law.
